Albcrlns jSLigaus possessed ;t wonder- 


ful knowledge of chemistry, juuural 
philosophy and medicine. 
His spare 


time, when. freed from, the onerous du- 
ties of lecturer, was tnken up with ex- 
periments in these sciences. 
So well 


did he succeed in tbcso things, und such 
marvelous results did ho often obtain, 
that tho common people feared Lira, 
and even among tho learned it was 
bruited abroad that ho was in secret 
collusion with tbe dark powers. Ho 
studied the nature of the many diseases 
to which mankind is heir, and in conse- 
quence was often able to effect cures 
when tho physician's art had failed. 
This was ascritjud to .his power of magic 
and many of tho simple people looked 
upon him'with terror. Even, tlie brothers 
oi' the convent feared to enter his dread 
workshop, and-crossed themselves de- 
voutly when obliged to enter within its 
mysterious precincts. History is full of 
legends about his .wonderful power in' 
mechanics, and represents him to us as 
not only surprising the lowiier classes, 
but as astounding the educated by his 
contrivances. Even Thomas of Aquin 
is related to have been terror-stricken 
by what ho saw .within the hidden 
sanctuary, of his master. It is is said 
that one day Thomas, whose curiosity 
led him to observe bis master's -work, 
profiled by his absence to examine the 
interior of his labnitory. 
Strange ani- 


mals which he had, never before seen, 
instruments artistically made, vessels of 
most curious shape, wore there exposed. 
Thomas' astonishment increased in pro- 
portion as he looked around. Something 
drew him toward the corner of the room.

Thomas imagined that the prinee of 
hell was sporting with him.

against the tempter. He scLed a stick 
which was -near him, and, exclaiming: 
"Begone, Satan'" struck the imaginary 
demon repeated blows, till the automa- 
ton (for it was nothing else) broke in 
pieces. Then, seized with terror, he 
turned to lly from the room, when he 
was met at" the door by Albert. 
The 


master, seeing what hud happened in 
his absence, aud that tho fruit of his 
long application was annihilaled, cried 
aloud in grief: "0 Thomas. Thomas! 
what have yon done? In oue instant 
you have destroyed the labor of thirty 
years!" It would appear that Albert 
liad made an automaton capable of pro- 
nouncing certain phrases and of walking 
across a room while sweeping it. This 
was tlie demon which terrified Thomas 
and which occupied the thoughts of the 
inventive Albert. 
A host -f other tra- 


ditions have been handed down concern- 
ino- him, many of them evuu ludicrous, 
but which fortunately have been ^denied 
by his earliest biographers. For in- 
stance, he is said U> have transported 
tho daughter of..the King of France 
through the hair to'Cologne.

of the devil to absolve the Pope from 
some peccadillo into which ho had 
fallen. 
Another tells us that he tra- 


versed the globe with Alexander the 
Great. 
Yet from these relics we may 


well gather the impression which Albert 
must have left upon his age, since legend 
and fable and poetry all combine to 
weave a historic garland for him.

ever, although he excelled in sciences 
and arts. itT metaphysics and philoso- 
phy, the grandest claim which he has 
to our love and veneration comes from 
the fact that while lirst in letters, he wao 
also first among -his peers in virtue..—

I the midst of tin; Ute resurvulion, whicl 


was opened up to tiie whites for settle 
rneut aud occupation .only last ..year 
The new city, now scarcely known to 
the oulside worm, was laid out on th> 
Sth day of last mom-h, and now contains 
three or four cabins, the domiciles o 
four or live muii who have been, at work 
nil winter. It is said1 to contain a pure 
lead of carbonates without; walls on 
either side, and running from 50 to 58j 
ounces of silver, with 38 to 42 per 'con 
of lead to the ton. 
The snow in tha 


region is now from four to ten feet deep 
for eighteen miles in all directions, ant 
the only way to gut to the new El Do- 
rado is on snow-shoes, and blankets ant 
provisions have to be carried over the 
crust in this way. And yet since tbe 
opening of the mines one thousand »eo- 
pie IKiv'e DOC-if wHitlng lo go tliKe, nud 
already ;U7 lot.s have been sold at from 
850 to $2oO apiece cash. 


Mr. JIulhall, with Mr. John Senger, 


of Denver, went to within eighlecn 
miles of the spot, being stopped by the 
snow at tho Soda Springs, cur Roaring 
Pork, where are tho liniwt hot springs 
in tho wprld. They found some twenty- 
live people already located about tho 
springs, where they had ci'octed bath- 
ing-Ur.ls, showing .the incipient stages 
of a great watering-place—yet to be 
puffed into notice—for tlio benefit of 
suflering invalids. Mr. Songer provided 
himself with snow-shoos—a long, slender 
shoe, not as wide as that in nso by the 
Canadians and Indians of the East in 
the early days—with which lie started 
over 
the 
snow-crust for 
Carbonate 


camp, but Mr. Mulhall would not ac- 
company him with this cumbrous means 
of locomotion. To people not used to 
snow-shoes, their weight and unwieldi- 
ness, requiring a straddle of the legs, 
would soon produce fatigue and an in- 
ability to proceed, and tho wearer would 
break down under the encumbrance. 
Mr. Mulhall staid eight days at tho 
Soda Springs, and will return there in 
a short time, when tho trails will be 
opened through the snow. 


Mr. Songer1 has since been heard 


from'. 
Ho traveled the distance on 


snow-shoes, carrying his blankets and 
provisions. 
He found 
everybody at 


Carbonate moving 
about on snow- 


shoes, which are an essential part of the 
wearing apparel. Ho saw four or five 
claims where-work is going on, bringing 
out rieh samples, and he further noticed 
IL number «f men digging in the snow 
trying to find locations which they had 
made the previous season. Mr. Songqr 
believes that in this -new mining district- 
genuine carbonate of a paying grade1 
will be found over a very extensive area, 
and he proposes to return and aid the 
army of prospectors that will repair 
thither. Ko excitement, not excepting 
jcaQviuc, na-s more tnorougniy aronsou 
the citizens of Colorado, and it is calcu- 
lated at least twenty thousand people 
will visit the carbonate iiclds of Garfield 
County within the year. 


Mr. 
Mulhall says that Carbouato 


Camp is ninety-seven miles from Lead- 
viile, due west, and twelve miles from 
old Fort Deiiance. 
It is twenty-five 


miles from the mouth of'Eagle Kiver, 
which empties into Kooney lork. Tho 
site of these carbonates is 10,'500 feet 
above the sea level. 
There is, in addi- 


tion to tho silver mines, a body of coal 
that faces out on the cliffs for thirty-five 
miles. This coal can be so'cn in thick 
biyers, from which large blocks have 
tumbled out—Si. Louis Republican.
